The following personal letter from 
a man -in central Mexico will per- 
haps give the readers of the News 
some interesting sidelights 
on 
the 
Mexican revolution. 
We can vouch 
for the writer of it, but think per­ 
haps it is best not to mention his 
name in connection with it. He has 
been in Mexico for about ten years 
altogether and is thoroughly conver­ 
sant with conditions: 
From this land of pepper, pulque 
and procrastination, revolutions, high 
finance and 
government 
monopoly 
this wail ascends. 
You asked me 
some time ago about the revolution. 
Well, I don’t know but you folks 
know as much about it as we do. 
However, it is not, as the government 
would have it, a band of petty thieves 
and robbers. ‘We know that it is a 
well organized affair with 
lots of 
money at the back of it and it will 
continue for some time I think. There 
is a rumor in this country to the ef­ 
fect that Standard Oil is at the bot- 
lom of it. Standard Oil has been 
guilty of worse things in their time. 
What their object could be in this, 
I am 
unable to say. It is a mortal 
cinch 
that there is somebody at the, 
back with all kinds of boodle and 
they are spending it too. It is to be 
very much regretted I think that this 
should occur in 
the 
last of Diaz’s 
days. 
He is and has been a wonder­ 
ful man and has done a, great deal 
for Mexico—made it, in fact. As to 
his methods the least said the bet­ 
ter. ‘'Barbarous Mexico” was not in 
the least exaggerated as far as it 
went. It only portrayed one side of 
course, but it was all true. 
We who have been in Mexico a 
good many years have know a good 
many years all these things so long 
that they did not even seem strange 
to us any more. I could add a lot to 
that article myself but will not until 
I leave Mexico for good. With the 
Americans now in Mexico it is a case 
of being between the devil and the 
deep blue sea and unable to swim. 
We are with Diaz because we have 
got to be. The present government 


officials have very little love for us— 
ihe other side, a “dam-site” less. Yiru 
w ill find very few foreign sympa­ 
thizers with Madero in this coun­ 
try. We’ve got to back the gang that’s 
in now and they're bad enough good­ 
ness knows. 
Diaz’s star of fortune is appar­ 
ently sinking. I think it started to 
sink when he let Minister of Finance 
Li rn antour talk him into the railroad 
business,—that is merely my opin­ 
ion though, but Francisco I. Madero 
will never rule over Mexico. Rather 
than let the revolutionists capture 
the country (that is allowing that 
they can and I don’t believe it) he 
will say to the U. S. or to some 
other foreign power that he can no 
longer protect their citizens or their 
property 
and 
to come and 
do 
it 
themselves; 
and mind what I tell 
you that if the stars and stripes ever 
float over this country it will leave 
about the same time it did Califor­ 
nia. It is believed by nearly every­ 
body that he would do this for spite 
if nothing else. So Madero will not 
win even if he took Juarez and ev­ 
ery other city in the Republic of 
Mexico. There is a great deal of dis­

Oklahoma City, Feb. 14.—When Dr. 
Alexander Potter, of New York City, 
engineer for the proposed w ater sys­ 
tem for Oklahoma City, interrupted 
with a question the speech of Miss 
Kate Barnard, state commissioner of 
charities at the “overflow” meeting 
at the court house Monday night, he 
w’as summarily ejected from the room 
without ceremony 
by Sheriff Jack 
Spain and a half dozen other excited 
men in the room. 
The question was: “Why don’t you 
state facts T* and it caused more than 
one-balf of the four hundred men 
present to jump to their feet and 
cry. “Put him out.’ A number of men 
rushed toward the engineer, but the 
sheriff reached him first and did the 
work with but little assistance. 
Immediately 
upon the conclusion 
Of her speech Miss Barnard was serv­ 
ed by a deputy sheriff with the sum­ 


mons to appear and answer the suit 
of Dr. Alexander Potter for $50,000 
for slander. 
The interruption of Miss Barnard’s 
speech came when the state commis­ 
sioner of charities and corrections 
stated that she was averse to speak­ 
ing as she had to Dr. Potter in the 
presence of his wife, “but facts are 
facts, and I have to do it,” was her 
statement. 


It was then Dr. Potter asked her 
why she did not state the facts. 
With the ejection of Dr. Potter a 
crowd of men rushed from the room, 
those opposed to the bond issue cry­ 
ing, “Run him out of town,” and 
“Put him out.” 
Sheriff Jack Spain was firm and 
announced that he would put out any 
man who attempted to break up the 
meeting. He and W. H. Ruth inter­ 
changed heated words, each saying 
that he was “nm afraid of going the 
limit in the case.” Chief of Police 
John Hobatka in terfered and suc­ 
ceeded in restoring quiet. 


Mrs. Potter, wife of the engineer, 


was 
sitting close to her 
husband 
when the trouble started. She was 
almost crushed by the crowd, and 
several men sprung around her cry­ 
ing, “don’t hurt the woman." She 
went out and later went away with 
Eh*. Potter. When the men were yell­ 
ing to send Dt. Potter back to New 
York City, Mrs. Potter exclaimed: 
“Yes, let’s go, If this is the way 
we are treated in Oklahoma.”

left 
their religion behind 
them in 
the 
states, those w’ho live in the canal 
zone, writes a correspondent of the 
Christian Intelligencer, know’ there 
are many who observe the laws of 
Moses and lead the same pure lives 
they did at home. 
When the canal was 
begun and 
President Tatt, then secretary of war, 
ii.ade his famous speech, saying: “We 
must provide for the families of the 
men who are to build this canal or we 
shall have a hell on earth,” he was 
even wiser than he knew. 
Family quarters were built, many 
men brought or sent for their wives 
and children, and it has paid. 
F a m ily 
life and the presence of good, pure 
women in their homes have been pow­ 
erful influences for good. 
These families coming from every 
state in the Union meant that schools 
and churches must be provided. Again 
Uncle Sam met the need, and at every 
town along the line of the canal built 
schoolhouses and churches. Teachers 
were obtained from the states. Chap­ 
lains were employed to attend to the 
religious needs of Americana. 
Eight chapels wrere built, and every 
one has at least one service each Sab 
bath. 
These are two-story buildings 
with lodge rooms on the second floor. 
The room on the ground floor, known 
aa the church, is capable of seating 
about 250 people. A pulpit at one end 
of the room, piano and some folding 
chairs constitute the furnishings. 
All authority rests in a body elected 
by the people attending the church. 
The executive council of the church in 
Cristobal is composed of men of every 
denomination. 
There are one Meth­ 
odist, two Baptist, two Presbyterians, 
one Congregationalist and one 
Lu­ 
theran. 
The membership is 
made 
up 
of 
“those who love the Lord.” 
Member­ 
ship in the home 
church 
is 
not 
i hanged, for no one in the “zone” ex­ 
pects to stay long. 
The service is 
broad, the hymns 
are those 
well 
kfiown in all denominational circles, 
and altogether we afford a good illus­ 
tration of the practicability of church 
union. 
The 
audiences 
are 
interesting. 
There are many young couples here 
lust starting on their married lives 
coming to the isthmus with the “gold­ 
en mist” still about them. In the back 
rows are many keen, clear-cut faces 
among the bachelors. 
There are a 
iewt a very few, young ladies; nearly 
all of them are nurses from the near­ 
by hospital, though a few are clerks 
and stenographers.

A curious foot-power craft has made 
Us appearance in the waters about 
New York, which, for lack of a bet­ 
ter name, might be called a “water 
bicycle.”

Quality of Seed—Plan to grow your 
own seed. Select

box with ears of small kernels. T est' 
planter plate carefully. Select ears I 
of good length, density, and weight. 
If you buy seed get it of a neighbor 
v* ho has made good yields for several 
years. Never buy shelled corn. Buy 
in the ear direct from the grower. 
Your main crop should be planted 
with corn known to be productive 
and acclimated. 
Select seed grown 
under conditions rather inferior to 
those in which you 
will 
grow’ 
it. 
Smaller eared, earlier m aturing corn 
for 
upland. 
Adapility is very 
im­ 
portant. 
Condition 
of Soil—Clay 
sub-soils 
are too close for rains to penetrate 
for. Such soils 
wash 
badly. 
This 
causes loss of plant food, moisture 
and soil. Remedy: Plant deep root­ 
ing crops; gradually increase depth 
of 
plowing; 
turn 
under 
vegetable 
m atter to increase the size of pores 
in such soils. Sandy sub-soils may 
be so open or porous that rains wash 
plant food below the depth reached 
by roots. Such sub-soils are not com­ 
pact enough to draw moisture to sur­ 
face by capillarity. The remedy is to 
plow under vegetable matter. This 
supplies plant food, and by filling 
the pores the soil is made more com­ 
pact. 
thus adding to its 
moisture 
holding power. Fall and winter plow­ 
ing increases power to absorb rains; 
the freezing fines the soil and de­ 
stroys noxious insects, the seed bed 
will become firm (not hard) and mel­ 
low. 
Methods of Cultivation—Plant roots 
need air and moisture. Cultivate to 
supply these essentials. 
Heavy, beat­ 
ing rains compact the soil and fill it 
with water, thus driving out the air. 
Restore the air by cultivating deep­ 
er after such rains. 
About eight inches of water is ab­ 
sorbed by roots of corn and evapor­ 
ated at the 
blades. 
Probably 
that 
much more is lost by evaporation and 
in other ways during the growing 
season. Hence the need of cultivating 
to save moisture. 
First cultivation 
should 
be 
deep. 
Later 
cultivation 
shallow and frequent. Keep a two or 
three-inch top layer of soil loose and 1 
dry until time of silking.

EDUCATIONAL 
BILL—HOUSE 
AMENDS ROD­ 
DIE BANKING BILL. 


Oklahoma City, Ok., Feb. 13.—The 
senate today in committee of the 
whole recommended for passage the 
Wynn, 
Coffee 
and 
Williams 
bill, 
creating a state Board of (Education, 
which was designated by Gov. Cruce 
in a recent message as his second 
choice of all bills on 
that 
subject 
pending before the legislature. 
The bill does not go to the extent 
of abolishing the board of regents of 
the state educational institutions, as 
cloes the Durant bill in the house, 
which the governor favored as first 
choice, but it places the state board 
of education in a position to recom­ 
mend changes in the course of study 
to these various boards for each in­ 
stitution. 
Supervise Schools System. 
The board as created by the bill 
advanced by the senate is primarily 
created 
to 
supervise 
the 
public 
school system of the state as em­ 
braced in the 
common 
and 
high 
schools. The board also has author­ 
ity to prepare questions for all ex­ 
aminations and prepare regulations 
for the issuance of teachers’ certi­ 
ficates by normal institutes and the 
various state schools. The board is 
to be composed of the state superin­ 
tendent and 
four practical 
school 
men of four years’ experience ap­ 
pointed by the governor. 
- 
An amendment by Mr. Franklin to 
replace all boards of regents, except 
that of the agricultural schools, by 
this board, lost, but the senate adopt­ 
ed an amendment by Mr. Thomas 
that business colleges may volun­ 
tarily come under the control of the 
board. 
Sequoyah Statue Proposed. 
The senate also advanced a bill by 
Mr. Landrum appropriating $5,000 to 
place a statue of Sequoyah, inventor 
of the Cherokee alphabet, in the Stat­ 
uary Hall at Washington. 
A senate committee reported fav­ 
orably the Echols bill, permitting re­ 
covery from telegraph companies for 
mental anguish. 
Guaranty (images Proposed. 
Important changes were made by 


the House Banking committee in the 
Roddie banking bill from the senate. 
which was reported favorably to the 
house today. 
The amendments are 
that the appointive members of the 
banking board can not be introduc­ 
ed in any bank, the number of bank 
I examiners is increased from eleven 
to twelve and their salaries increas­ 
ed from $1,800 to $2,000. The re­ 
port reduces the interest on rede­ 
posited guarantee assessments from 
4 per cent to 3 per cent and pro­ 
vides that after Sept. I, 1911, no 
bank doing a trust business can have 
the benefits of the guarantee law. 
empowers the banking board to pay 
depositors with 6 per cent negotia­ 
ble warrants where necessary, but 
in no case may the total of these 
I warrants exceed in amount equal to 
15 per cent of the capital stock of 


j all state banks. Such warrants can 
not be issued to pay depositors in 
any failed bank where the impair­ 
ment of the 
failed 
bank 
exceeds 
double the capital stock. A minor- 
; tty committee report, signed by three 
members of the committee, retains 
the banking board as now constitut­ 
ed and strikes out the section of the 
majority of negotiable warrants by 
the banking board.

The coun­ 
ty officials are charged with carry­ 
ing off the records of Swanson coun­ 
ty. They were arrested on warrants 
issued by Justice of the Peace Hugh 
W. Moulder of Mountain Park. 
The tragedy is the result of hitter 
feeling that 
has 
existed 
between 
between Snyder and Mountain Park 
since Swanson county was created. 
Mountain Park was named by ex- 
Gov. Haskell as county seat. The 
commissioners 
later 
removed 
the 
records to Snyder. 
The present trouble was precipi­ 
tated 
by 
the 
Commissioners 
last 
week declaring that the office of 
sheriff was vacant, because Sheriff 
Brashear had failed to file a new 
bond when his bondsmen asked to he 
relieved. 
Bashear 
never recognized 
the right of the Commissioners to 
remove him from office. 
The commissioners held a meeting 
in the Mountain Park jail today and 
fixed the amount of his bond at $.">,- 
000. 
The shooting, which occurred about 
4:30 o'clock Monday morning, was 
at the home of C. E. Bull, chairman 
of the Board of County Commission­ 
ers, who lives near Indiahoma. Three 
Deputy sheriffs appeared at the home 
of Bull to serve him with the war­ 
rants for his arrest. Staples who 
was employed by Bull, it is said, 
appeared with a shotgun and was 
fired upon by one of the party. Who 
fired the fatal shot is not known.
